Peter A. Deisch, of Helena, is Arkansas' No. 


1 lobbyist. 


He is in touch with things—and what he is in 


touch with usually winds up sooner or later in an 
election that puts the "touch" on the people. 


A dozen years ago he was a state senator. He 


has been coasting ever since as a lobbyist, free- 
wheedling along first on one thing and then an- 
other. 


When 1 met him at Little Rock the spring of 


1925 he was directing the legislative lobby for 
ihe WiUiamson-Rainey bond bill, which was de- 
feated. 


This year he turns up as apostle for the Ark- 


ansas Sheriffs association and other county of- 
ficers' lobbies — doing the man-on-the-flying- 
trapeze act (I grab!) for the Four-Year Term 
Amendment (No. 21). 


Deisch has himself interviewed at Little Rock 


in behalf of the ,Four-Year-Term Amendment, 
and this is the report: 


QUESTION—How about the country press? 
ANSWER—Oh, the country papers are for us. 
QUESTION—Is that because they are afraid 


they will lose county advertising, if they oppose 
you? 


ANSWER—Well, I'll tell you about that. We 


are a power in our communities, naturally, or we 
wouldn't be elected. I mean the office-holders. 
Well, the country papers suffered a terrible blow 
when the legislature cut out the publication of de- 
linquent tax lists. Now the country editors prob- 
ably feel that if they are friendly toward us, 
maybe we might help them to get that law back 
again. '.,_,!. believe publication'of delinquent tax 
lists is a good thing, for several reasons, and I 
think the law shouldn't have been repealed. But 
don't misunderstand me. I deny that I've ever 
promised the country editors anything, or even 
mentioned it to them, but they've probably 
thought of it themselves and are governed ac- 
cordingly. 


So much for what Mr. Deisch says. 
But on Saturday, October 20, Armitage Harp- 


er, secretary of the Arkansas Press association, of 
which I am a member, telephoned me from Lit- 
tle Rock. 


Harper told me that the people in charge of 


headquarters for the Four-Year-Term Amend- 
ment wanted to make this proposition to the 
newspapers: 


Go ahead and support Nos. 19 and 20 if you 


want to, and if you can't conscientiously support 
No. 21 (the Four-Year-Term Amendment) AT 
LEAST SAY NOTHING ABOUT IT—in return 
for which, No. 21 headquarters would persuade 
the next legislature to RESTORE THE DELIN- 
QUENT TAX LIST PUBLICATION. 


This was Saturday, October 20, late in the 


afternoon—and Secretary Harper told me I was 
the 10th proprietor he had talked to on the 'phone 
that day. 


Secretary Harper's survey revealed, as might 


be expected, that the individual editors were go- 


. iug their individual ways. 


Here in Hope, as in past years, I proposed to 
' kick the slats out of the county officials' lobbies 


—and the happy effect of Secretary Harper's 
long-distance message was to cause me to turn 
the bed upside down again and discover one more 
slat I had missed! 


May I urge you, please: Vote for No. 19 and 


No. 20 guaranteeing a referendum on tax in- 
creases and bond issues—for Arkansas. 


And for Mr. Deisch—scratch No. 21. 
He aint no angel anyway—just going around 


the world doing hisself good.

Baton Rouge." 


The stand of the Reveille was back- 


ed by Chancellor James H. Kirkland 
of Vanderbilt, who said he thought 
the Hustler should apologize. "I have 
never seen a better'behaved crowd of 
boys on our field,"- the 
chancellor 


said, 


George R. Kimbel, assistant general 


passenger agent of the Illinois Central 
railroad who accompanied the "King- 
fish" and thousands of cadets and stu- 
dents of L. S. U. to Nashville and re- 
turn, added that he had "never seen 
a better behaved group."

It compared with 
36,798,669 votes cast in the 1928 race. 


While the absence of a presidential 


contest this year .is responsible for 
some falling off, spirited campaigns 
for senate- seats, .the governor's chairs 
in some states and hot races for the , 
house of representatives hi many dis- 
tricts, have spurred voters to qualify. 


While the majority of states indi- 


cate an increased voting strength as 
compared with two years ago, a score 
of commonwealths show a falling off 
in qualified voters. 


Despite the tense races in JNew 


York, that state's estimated voting 
strength this year is 4,786,000, more 
than half a million below the 1932 
figure. 


Fcnnsylvanians, who 
have 
hotly 


contested senatorial . and gubernato- 
rial races, have registered in even 
larger number than in the last pres- 
idential year. The 4,192,241 registra- 
tions arc 280,000 higher than hi 1930. 


Illinois, having no races for senator, 


or governor, shows lagging interest 
in the congressional races. The indi- 
cated voting strength there this year 
has dropped almost half a million, to 
an estimated 3,660,000.

by this it may be understoop lie never 
was within 50 or more miles of its po- 
sition. Peary said he returned from 
his camp at the pole to latitude 87 de- 
grees, 47 minutes north, in no more 
than 56 hours. This is a distance Of 
150 statute miles, 
apart 
from 
the 


deviations over pack ice and drifting 
floes.

53 years old 


either walked considerably mbre than 
75 miles a day for two days over a 
rough surface, or he never cnme near 
the pole." 


Reviewing Byrd's flight, he said
